MEN in Harlow are shaving almost a 
year off their lives through excessive 
boozing. 

Shock figures published this week show 
life expectancy of the average Harlow male 
is affected more by heavy drinking than 
those living elsewhere in eastern England. 

Nationally this puts the town among the worst 
for alcohol-induced premature deaths. Only big 
cities such as Manchester, Liverpool and 
Newcastle are shown to be worse. 

However, women were shown to fair better 
than average, reducing their life expectancy by a 
total of VA months. 

The statistics, in a report compiled by 
researchers at a Liverpool university, are among a 
catalogue of startling alcohol-related figures for 
Harlow. The research also rates the town: 

% third worst out of the region’s 48 districts for 
alcohol-specific deaths among men and ninth 
worst for women; 

0 sixth and seventh worst respectively in the 
region for alcohol-related deaths among men and 
women;

# fourth worst in the region for alcohol-related 
violent crime and ninth worst for the number of 
alcohol-related sexual offences. 

Although the level of “hazardous” drinking, 
considered to be consumption of more than 
22 units of alcohol a week, showed Harlow 
people to be better than average, the study 
showed the number engaging in “harmful'’ 
drinking levels - more than 50 units a 
week - made the town the fifth worst 
district in the region. 

The town was also shown to be 
the seventh worst in the region for 
binge drinkers - those who regu¬ 
larly consume eight units or more 
in a single session. 

A spokeswoman for West Essex 
Primary Care Trust said support for 
local people affected by alcohol prob 
lems was a priority.

Hospital winning fight against C-diff 


INFECTION rates of the deadly bug 
Clostridium difficile (C-diff) at 
Harlow’s hospital have been slashed in 
the past year. 

Health chiefs have confirmed the 
number of monthly cases are consis¬ 
tently under maximum permitted lev¬ 
els, with just 13 cases reported in 
September this year compared to 21 in 
2006. 

The progress has been put down to 
the introduction of strict weekly mon¬ 
itoring of cleaning protocols, using 
chlorine to clean the wards and liais¬ 
ing with other organisations who have 
been successful in reducing C-diff 
numbers. 

Princess Alexandra Hospital NHS 
Trust medical director Dr Sandra 


Dimmock said: “We are pleased to 
have kept the number of cases we have 
at the hospital under control. This 
reflects much hard work by our staff 
on the wards who have been extreme¬ 
ly conscientious on issues around 
cleaning hands with soap and water 
between patients as well as the con¬ 
stant use of hand gel. 

“But we cannot be complacent and 
will be looking at other wards to fur¬ 
ther improve our figures in future 
months.” 

Chief executive Chris Pocklington 
said the trust had continued to drive 
home the clean-hands message to staff 
visitors and patients. 

“There is no doubt that the opening 
of new and modern facilities at the 


hospital is playing a key role in the 
controlling the spread of infection,” he 
said. “I should also praise our house 
domestic teams who should also be 
recognised for their role in improving 
hospital cleanliness.” 

• PRINCESS Alexandra Hospital 
has shown a marked improvement in 
its services, according to the Health¬ 
care Commission. 

The hospital’s grade for quality of 
service has risen from ‘fair’ to ‘good’ 
while its rating for use of resources 
has been upgraded from ‘weak’ to 
‘fair’. 

A hospital trust spokesman said: 
“Obviously the hospital is delighted 
with its marked improvement in the 
ratings.”

A SCHOOL has been left 
counting the cost after bur¬ 
glars stole hundreds of 
pounds worth of education¬ 
al equipment during a night 
raid. 

Intruders struck at Spinney 
Infant School, in Cooks Spinney, 
smashing their way into a class¬ 
room using a goalpost taken 
from the sports field. 

They ransacked the classroom 
making off with a number of com¬ 
puters and video equipment used by 
pupils in their day-to-day learning. 

The raid happened last 
Wednesday and followed an attempt¬ 
ed burglary two nights earlier when a 
door was partly smashed in. 

Headteacher Sue Playford told the 
Star that replacing the computers 
and repairing the damage would cost 
hundreds of pounds - money which 
would otherwise go towards other 
educational tools for the children.

It is announcing the closures in phases 
and the latest, revealed last week, includes 
Epping’s Allnuts Road and Lindsey Street.

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Diners shocked by 
patter of tiny feet

HYGIENE regulations have 
been criticised after a rest¬ 
aurant was allowed to stay 
open despite having a prob¬ 
lem with mice. 

Diners at Harlow tapas bar 
Ortega were shocked to see the 
small rodents scuttling between 
the tables. 

But customers Hayley Mills (26) 
and Gemma Silvester (26) were 
further amazed when they reported 
the problem and were told by staff 
that environmental health chiefs 
were already aware. 

Mrs Mills, of Altham Grove, 
Harlow, said: “I can’t believe they 
don’t shut down restaurants straight 
away and then deal with the prob¬ 
lem. 

“The customer has a right to 
know even if the mice aren’t posing 
a risk.” 

The friends were dining out in 


the Queensgate Centre eatery last 
Tuesday when they saw half-a- 
dozen rodents scampering around 
on the floor. 

They immediately informed the 
management but were taken aback 
to learn that environmental health 


officers had given permission for 
Ortega to continue trading while 
pest control was undertaken. 

“I went up and told a waitress at 
the bar who said she knew about 
the problem and said they (the 
mice) hadn’t got into the kitchen 


and there were traps out and pest 
control knew,” said Mrs Mills. “She 
told me to go back to the table 
while she spoke to her supervisor. 

“While we were waiting we then 
saw loads of mice running about. It 
was disgusting.” 

Mrs Mills was offered a £12 dis¬ 
count from her bill but declined the 
offer and refused to pay at all. 

A spokesman for the restaurant 
confirmed it was working with 
environmental health officers to 
resolve the issue and said other 
premises in the shopping centre 
were also experiencing problems 
with mice after the rodents were 
disturbed by nearby building work. 

He added that hygiene was taken 
very seriously and all Ortega 
restaurants comply with strict 
health and safety regulations and 
are inspected regularly. 

Harlow Council confirmed it 
was following normal procedures 
by keeping the restaurant open and 
said there was no evidence that 
mice had affected the safety of food 
in the kitchen.

You're the worst 
run town in Essex 


HARLOW has been branded the 
worst run town in the county by 
the Conservative leader of Essex 
County Council. 

Lord Hanningfield launched 
his withering attack on the town’s 
ruling Labour/Liberal Democrat 
coalition as he sought to deflect 
criticism of his own authority. 

He claimed the town loses out 
on massive amounts of invest¬ 
ment because district councillors 
and officers refuse to work in 
partnership with the county. 

And he also accused Harlow 
MP Bill Rammell of spreading 
lies about the county council, par¬ 
ticularly in relation to highways 
works and The Square. 

At a press conference in Old 
Harlow on Tuesday, Lord 
Hanningfield said: “Harlow is the 
most difficult council to work 
with out of the whole 12. 

“Life in Essex is all about part¬ 
nership; that’s how we get 
resources and how we get things 
done. If you look elsewhere in 
Essex it’s clear to see how much 
of a bad deal Harlow residents are 
getting.” 

He said County Hall had 
invested £5m in Harlow’s roads 
but this could have been more 
with better co-operation from the 
district. 

Criticising the town’s attitude 
as a legacy of its ‘Old Labour’ 
past, he said: “It always was a 
very incestuous operation,with 
councillors becoming officers 
and vice-versa. The result was a 
very insular and inward-looking 
council and that attitude still pre¬ 


vails.” 

Lord Hanningfield was joined 
at the conference by Tracey 
Chapman, spokeswoman for 
children and families, who 
labelled Mr Rammell “irresponsi¬ 
ble in the extreme” for opposing 
the removal of alcohol from The 
Square. She also dismissed his 
suggestion that the county coun¬ 
cil had instigated the impending 
closure of the venue as a com¬ 
plete lie. 

But Mr Rammell responded: 
“Don’t ask me or Lord 
Hanningfield, ask the young peo¬ 
ple who are fighting to save The 
Square where they think the 
blame lies. 

“ECC are the ones who closed 
the bar making it unviable and 
they are the ones who gave a nod 
and wink to [lease owner] Circle 
Anglia that they had no interest in 
the site. It’s very clear that ECC, 
through its actions, has put The 
Square in jeopardy.” 

A Harlow Council spokesman 
said it had been consistently 
praised by Government inspec¬ 
tors for its partnership working, 
adding: “We are currently 
involved with a large number of 
joint working initiatives with 
Essex County Council including 
the delivery of customer services, 
Sure Start, scrutiny initiatives, the 
Safer Harlow Partnership, emer¬ 
gency planning, Active Harlow, 
the one-stop shop for young peo¬ 
ple, online working, recycling 
promotion, joint operations with 
Trading Standards and regenera¬ 
tion projects.”

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Life ban for owner of filthy takeaway 


THE owner of a Chinese take¬ 
away has been banned for life 
from managing food outlets after 
environmental health officers 
found frozen blood, pigeon feath¬ 
ers and dirty ashtrays in his 
kitchen. 

Kam Poon (57), of The Rows, 
Harlow, was given the ban by 
magistrates on Tuesday after 
environmental health officers 
found the stomach-turning condi¬ 
tions at his unlicensed premises. 

Council inspectors who visited 
the takeaway above the Quattroz 


nightclub following a complaint 
from a member of the public, 
uncovered various hygiene 
infringements in food preparation 
areas. 

The council immediately 
sought a warrant for a full inspec¬ 
tion of the premises and subse¬ 
quently closed it down because of 
the risk it posed to customers. 

During the initial inspection 
Poon attacked a health officer 
with a machete, an offence for 
which he has since served a 
three-month prison sentence. 


Joe Happe, representing Poon, 
told the court his client had orig¬ 
inally gone into business with the 
nightclub to supply food for rev¬ 
ellers but when it was found to be 
losing money his backers pulled 
out. 

Poon then took on the business 
himself. 

Mr Happe told court: “He was 
cooking for all the hours of the 
day and even delivering it him¬ 
self. 

“What you see before you is a 
man ashamed of his actions but 


he just let the hygiene conditions 
slip because he was so busy. 

“He is fully aware of the con¬ 
sequences of his actions and 
behaviour.” 

Mr Happe added: “He may 
benefit from a time working as an 
employee rather than in manage¬ 
ment because he can see good 
business sense in practice and 
learn to speak English.” 

Magistrates also ordered Poon 
to pay £300 costs. He will be 
allowed to appeal against the ban 
after six months. 


Row flares over 
road work costs

COUNTY highways chiefs have 
hit back at accusations they wast¬ 
ed £86,000 on resurfacing a road 
to nowhere. 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell and joint 
Harlow Council leader Tony Durcan 
complained the money was spent on 
Fernhill Lane. 

They claimed the work was unnecessary 
and had been given an assurance the cash 
would be earmarked for repairing broken 
paving stones in the area. 

But this week Norman Hume, portfolio 
holder for highways at Essex County Council, 
wrote to Mr Rammell pointing out the repair 
work only cost £20,000. 

He added: “Furthermore, I refute that 
money is wasted repairing a road which had 
been clearly identified by our engineers as 
dangerous to drive on in some locations, with 
recurring potholes at the junction with 
Commonside Road and Gibb Croft.”

However, Mr Hume accepted that in iden¬ 
tifying Fernhill Lane ahead of others in need 
of repair, not enough attention had been been 
given to other factors which engineers are 
required to take into account. 

These include the purpose of the road and 
the value it provides to the wider community. 

As a result, Mr Hume said that £80,000 
would now be made available to fix footpaths 
and other projects highlighted as needing 
attention. 

He has also agreed to meet with Harlow's 
county councillors early next year to discuss 
the programme of works for the 2008/09 at an 
earlier stage than normal to try and ensure 
similar mistakes do not happen again. 

Mr Rammell said this week: “I am pleased 


the county council has acknowledged its error 
and the budget will now be compensated. 

“Having won a hard-fought campaign to 
get the Tory county council to acknowledge 
that Harlow has not been getting its fair share 
of funding for our road repairs, I was appalled 
that money had been spent on Fernhill Lane 
with little regard to whether this road was a 
top priority.” 

Mr Rammell and Mr Durcan have now 
vowed to monitor the county council’s works 
programme in the months ahead. 

% A CAMPAIGN by Conservative prospec¬ 
tive Parliamentary candidate Robert Halfon 
for a new relief road to ease Harlow's traffic 
problems is now the subject of an online peti¬ 
tion on the 10 Downing Street website. 

Mr Halfon, who is already running his own 
internet crusade, succeeded in getting the poll 
added to Gordon Brown’s official website at 
http://petitions.pm.gov. uk. 

It can now be signed by anyone who sup¬ 
ports the construction of a new Mil junction 
between Harlow and Bishop's Stortford. 

After the petition closes in a year's time, 
the Prime Minister's office will be obliged to 
respond in writing to the call.

TWO Government ministers 
took a trip down memory lane 
when they returned to their 
old school for a whistlestop 
visit. 

Harlow MP and minister for 
lifelong learning Bill Rammell 
accompanied immigration 
minister Liam Byrne when 
they dropped in at Burnt Mill 
School on Tuesday. 

While there they were quizzed 
by pupils on issues including 
citizenship, democracy, 
immigration and asylum. 

Mr Byrne ended the trip with 
a speech setting out the

Mr Rammell said: “It’s very 
unusual for two MPs let alone 
ministers to have gone to the 
same secondary school, so for 
two of us in the same 
Government to have come 
from the same school in a 
relatively small town like 
Harlow is almost unheard of.” 
Mr Byrne, son of former 
Harlow Council general 
manager Dermot Byrne, 
added: “It’s been a few years 
since I have been back to 
Burnt Mill. What’s amazing is 
how it’s gone from strength-to- 
strength.” 


Family settle out of court 
over man's hospital death 


THE family of a man who died at 
Harlow’s Princess Alexandra 
Hospital after suffering a heart 
attack have won a £225,000 pay¬ 
out. 

Ian Luck (37) died in July 
2002, after days of agonising 
treatment for bowel disorders 
including a chronic duodenal 
ulcer. 

Lawyers representing his wid¬ 
ow Debra and son Ben (9), of 
Waltham Abbey, argued that earli¬ 
er emergency treatment would 
have saved his life and that negli¬ 
gence on the part of hospital 
medics “caused or materially con¬ 


tributed” to his death. 

The Princess Alexandra Hosp¬ 
ital NHS Trust agreed to the cash 
settlement without admitting lia¬ 
bility for Mr Luck's death. 

Approving the deal at the High 
Court on Monday, Mr Justice 
King said: “In many ways, this is 
a tragic case. I'm very pleased 
that Mrs Luck is in court to hear 
me approve what is an undoubt¬ 
edly sensible settlement.” 

He said that, in reaching the 
agreement, lawyers had properly 
taken into account the trust’s 
denial of liability and the risk 
they might lose if it went to trial.

I T’S 11.30am and 
I’m walking around 
a narrow residential 
street of Harlow, 
probably looking a little 
shifty as I gaze into the 
windows of parked cars. 
But I am on a mission to 
find out why, each week, 
the Star is inundated with 
police crime reports, each 
one detailing a list of 
valuables which have been 
stolen after being left in 
vehicles parked around the 
town. 

Barely a week goes by without 
expensive satellite navigation 
systems, CD players, wallets, 
handbags, golf clubs, laptops 
and even important documents 
such as passports and insurance 
forms, totaling hundreds of 
pounds being snatched from 
cars. 

And with a list like that it’s 
easy to see why crooks look 
upon cars as a source of rich 
pickings. These items can be 
sold on relatively easily and the 
money used to fund drug habits 
or other criminal activities. 

I assumed those responsible for 
the thefts just happen to have a 
good eye for a target, breaking 
into more expensive-looking 
cars which may have more than 
their fair share of gadgets and 
gimmicks. 

But after spending half-an-hour 
walking around a break-in 
hotspot with one of Harlow’s 
Police Community Support 
Officers, it soon became clear 
that is not the case. 

Despite all the warnings 
bandied about telling people 
not to risk leaving things on 
display, I was amazed at what I 
saw left in cars in full view to 
all and sundry. 

With a photographer in tow, 
PCSO Anne-Marie Hayden- 
Case and I witnessed a treasure 
trove of electronics as well as 
documents ideal for anybody 
wanting to steal an identity or 
two left in cars parked on the 
Sumners estate. 

Most weren’t even hidden from 
view and the attempts made by 
some drivers to be security 
conscious were, frankly, 
laughable. In one car the front 
of a stereo had been removed 
but left in the centre console. 
Although I was shocked by just 
what was on offer to anyone 
who cared to throw a brick 


through the window of these 
cars, it came as no surprise to 
PCSO Hayden-Case. 

“You see it all the time,” she 
said. “I think it's because 
people assume nothing will 
happen to them. 

“They think ‘I’ll only be a few 
minutes’ but sometimes that’s 
all that is needed for their bag, 
mobile phone or sat nav to be 
stolen. 

“When cars are parked out on 
the streets and they have 
valuables on display I try and 
find who owns the vehicle so I 
can warn them of the dangers, 
but it’s hard in a private car 
park. 

“People don’t think it will 
happen to them until it does. It 
also seems nobody takes notice 
if a car alarm goes off as much 
as they used to so it’s not 
enough to just keep your car 
locked or secure; people need 
to take things with them.” 

Of course, car crime is 
something which plagues all 
towns, not just Harlow. But 
with the criminal fraternity 


now turning towards stealing 
people's entire identities in order 
to make money and the nights 
getting darker providing perfect 
working conditions for thieves, 
PCSO Hayden-Case said people 
need to take note. 

“It used to be things like radios 
which were stolen but now it's 
sat navs, laptops, golf clubs, that 
type of thing. Mobile phones 
and iPods are also targets and so 
are letters and documents with 
names and addresses on,” she 
said. 

“People just need to make sure 
they take a bag and they take 


everything with them when they 
get out of their cars. It’s not 
good enough leaving sat nav 
cradles suckered to the window 
either because thieves see them 
and break-in in the hope the rest 
of it is in the glove 
compartment.” 

So the message is clear. Leave 
your valuables in your car and 
sooner or later you’ll become 
another crime statistic reported 
in the pages of the Star. That is, 
until we all wise up to the fact 
that we have to make an effort 
ourselves to ensure the adage 
‘crime doesn’t pay’ stays true.

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Stuart dad to sue 
pool probe cops?

THE father of swimming 
pool victim Stuart Lubb¬ 
ock is considering suing 
the police for negligence. 

Terry Lubbock has consis¬ 
tently claimed the Essex force 
failed to carry out a thorough 
investigation following the 
death of his son Stuart during 
a party at the home of TV 
entertainer Michael Barry¬ 
more more than six years ago. 

This week Mr Lubbock of 
Great Brays, told the Star : “I can 
confirm I have found a law firm in 
London, one that I can only 
describe as top drawer, and I am

holding a meeting with them to 
discuss taking the police to court. 

“It’s going to be on a charge of 
negligence and we are attempting 
to get them into court on that 
claim. They are looking at possible 
negligence from the top down.” 

He added: “It’s looking better 
and better and we are determined 
to let the people of Harlow know 
that it’s not all over. We may have 
been a little quiet but it’s certainly 
not over.” 

Mr Lubbock believes the police 
made mistakes and missed vital 
evidence in initial investigations 
after Stuart’s death following a 
party at Mr Barrymore’s Roy don 
home. 

Father-of-two Stuart (32) was 
pulled unconscious from the pool 
and was certified dead at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital. 


An inquest into his death con¬ 
firmed he had severe anal injuries 
and traces of cocaine, ecstasy and 
alcohol were found in his body. 
The coroner recorded an open ver¬ 
dict. 

A spokesman for Essex Police 
declined to comment, saying only 
that the case was still being inves¬ 
tigated by the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission. 

Meanwhile, Mr Lubbock is also 
hoping his claim for £10,000 from 
The Criminal Injuries 
Compensation Authority could 
succeed, even though it is still in 
its early stages. He said if the 
award was granted, he would split 
it with his ex-wife. 

He stressed the potential com¬ 
pensation was in no way linked to 
any possible court case against 
Essex Police. 



Ram-raid gang strike at cinema 


POLICE are hunting 
members of a ram-raid 
gang who stole the 
contents of a cash 
machine in the foyer at 
Harlow’s Cineworld 
cinema. 

The three masked men 
smashed through the 
entrance of the cinema in 
a stolen Mitsubishi Pajero 
4x4 shortly after 9pm last 
Wednesday. 

They then tied a rope 
around the cash machine 


and reversed the vehicle, 
which had been stolen 
from The Dashes. 

They took the cash box 
from the wrecked 
machine and made their 
escape in a dark-coloured 
Audi estate car, 
abandoning the 4x4 at the 
scene. 

The getaway vehicle, 
which had been stolen 
from an address in 
Royston, was seen 
speeding off in the 


direction of Roydon, 
where it was abandoned. 
The cinema was open at 
the time and, although 
no-one was injured, 
shocked staff and 
filmgoers were left 
shaken. 

Police, who were unable to 
confirm the amount of 
money stolen, have 
requested that anyone 
with information should

Booze ban on 
shops caught 
in sales sting 

TWO shops have been banned from sell¬ 
ing alcohol and a third had its licence 
revoked for a month after being caught 
supplying booze to youngsters. 

Harlow Council’s licensing committee 
took the action after the shops were tar¬ 
geted by Essex Police and Trading 
Standards officers. 

Test purchases were carried out after 
police received tip-offs that shops had 
been breaking the law by selling alcohol 
to minors. 

The operation was funded by the 
Government’s Tackling Underage Sales of 
Alcohol Campaign. 

The committee made its decision in 
the same week that figures showed under¬ 
cover operations had significantly 
reduced alcohol sales to under-18s. 

Council licensing manager Peter Bourn 
said: “The committee does not take deci¬ 
sions to withdraw licences lightly. We 
know that alcohol sales can be a signifi¬ 
cant part of a retailer’s business but at the 
same time the retailers concerned are 
given fair warning that what they have 
been doing is wrong. 

“It is only after they persist that we get 
to the stage of having to consider the 
withdrawal of the licence.” 

Bush Fair Food Centre and SK News in 
Sumners have had their licences perma¬ 
nently revoked while Wills Off-licence at 
Staple Tye has been suspended from sell¬ 
ing alcohol for four weeks. 

All three now have the opportunity to 
appeal against the decision. 

Golf range blaze 
treated as arson 

A FIRE which gutted a golf range on the 
outskirts of Harlow is being treated as 
arson. 

The blaze, which started in the early 
hours Friday and quickly spread though 
wooden driving range sheds in Gilston. 

Flames came dangerously close to 
igniting gas cylinders stored at the hut. 
Fire crews tackled the flames for an hour- 
and-a-half before extinguishing the blaze. 

Firefighter Terry Povey said: “This fire 
could be seen for some distance but crews 
did an excellent job fighting it. 

“It is thanks to their professionalism 
and hard work that the fire was extin¬ 
guished as safely and quickly as it was.”

A&E trauma 

SIR, It seems clear to me after a 
recent visit to our local hospital that 
all is not well. 

My eight-year-old son experienced 
breathing difficulties and collapsed 
when exercising. Rather than call an 
ambulance we immediately drove to 
the walk-in centre and were told to 
go straight to casualty as this was not 
something they could treat. 

We arrived, parked and then had to 
find money for the pay-and-display 
as I had no change. We entered A&E 
around 6.30pm and after providing a 
few details were ushered to the 
children’s area with everyone from 
babies to older children with broken 
limbs and other problems plus 
parents, all in a very small space. It 
felt like we were herded together to 
keep us away from the relatively 
empty main waiting area. 

We then had to wait for nearly four 
hours to be seen by a doctor during 
which my son continued to 
experience breathing difficulties. 
Eventually he was seen and assessed; 
at least they managed to beat the 
waiting time guideline by just a few 
minutes. 

I am sure this is not what the 
guideline and target was meant to 
achieve. The goal should be to treat 
the sick, not meet a target. 

My son was then examined by a 
doctor and told to go home. No 
medication, no advice and he still 
had breathing difficulties. The next 
day, as concerned parents and as he 
was still unwell, we visited our local 
doctor and were seen in the morning, 
provided advice and medication. In 
fact it was quite the opposite to our 
experience the previous night. 

Thank goodness for the local GP 
who had the time and experience and 
cared for his patients, That is what 
the NHS should be about. No thanks 
to a hospital where patients seem to 
come last and be an inconvenience to 
the system. Where has all the money 
we are told has been invested gone? 
At least my son has now fully 
recovered but no thanks to our local 
hospital.

Very recently, people phoning for an 
out-of-hour doctor service during 
Friday evening/early hours of 
Saturday morning have been asked, if 
possible, to attend the walk-in centre 
at 9am on the Saturday when a 
doctor would be in attendance. They 
turned up, only to find the centre 
displaying a notice on the door 
saying it would not be opening until 


11am. No-one had the courtesy to 
notify the out-of-hour doctors of the 
change in the opening hour. This is 
inexcusable. 

The fact Mr Thomas is saying the 
future of the centre is the subject for 
consultation is farcical. 

The money that has very recently 
been spent on the walk-in centre 
extension and modernisation is 
typical of how vital funds are being 
wasted, if indeed the centre is being 
moved.

Sunvic's first 
in is last out

I T’S back to early 

Harlow company Sunvic 
Controls for the third 
time, thanks to the 
memories of 95-year-old 
Ron Lloyd. 

Originally employed at Sunvic’s 
premises in London’s Covent 
Garden, he was responsible for 
bringing the firm to the new 
town. 

The first man in and the last out of 
the Harlow site, he worked 
alongside our previous 
correspondents the Munro family 
and John Sapsford. 

“In October 1950 I was told by the 
managing director, Mr Ryland 
Davis, that he was going to the 
USA to visit laboratories concerned 
with nuclear research and at the 
same time to negotiate a licence 
agreement with two American 
companies to manufacture industrial 
control equipment. If he was 
successful, then on his return there 
would be a need for a new factory,” 
said Mr Lloyd, of Sawbridgeworth.. 
“He needed someone to assist him 
to carry out the expansion and 
asked if I was interested - yes, I 
was! The USA visit was a success 
and by early 1951 I was seeking a 
factory. 

“Harlow was a potential location, so 
a visit was arranged and I was taken 
down a muddy Netteswell Lane, 
equipped with Wellington boots, 
and conducted to the Eastern 
Industrial Estate. Building work was 
in progress and Standard Factory 



No.l was nearly complete” 

Mr Lloyd was impressed and set 
about applying for Government 
support to occupy the unit, a 
requirement at the time. Once 
approved, the plan was to move 
Sunvic to Harlow by September, a 
tight schedule given that all the 
plant, material and personnel would 
have to be transported and 
Edinburgh Way hadn’t even been 
built yet! 

“Everyone was enthusiastic and a 
pioneering spirit was evident,” he 
said. “The company even 
commissioned the writing of a 
booklet entitled Moving To Harlow 
by Roy Lewis, which dealt with the 
attitudes before and after the move.” 
Once in Harlow, Sunvic and other 
newly arrived firms established the 
Harlow and District Employers 
Group and Mr Lloyd became 
founding secretary and, later, 
chairman. He also helped found the 
Harlow Industrial Health Service 


and served as its chairman. But this 
wasn’t all... 

“It was recognised there was a need 
for social development and Harlow 
Development Corporation made 
Moot House in The Stow available 
as a community centre,” said Mr 
Lloyd. “I was persuaded to become 
its vice-chairman and spent many 
late nights in the chair of its 
committee. When the Queen and 
Prince Philip visited Harlow, I met 
the Duke in Moot House to explain 
the function of the Community 
Association. 

“I also attended the official opening 
of Princess Alexandra Hospital and 
The Playhouse and was a governor 
at Harlow College.” 

Meanwhile, Sunvic continued to 
expand, with the company 
supplying instrumentation for 
Britain’s first nuclear power station 
and components for the air-to-air 
missile programme, among much 
else. Domestic appliances, including 
the Simmerstat mentioned by Mr 
Sapsford, also continued to be 
produced at Sunvic’s factory in 
Scotland. 

But as well as the boom times, Mr 
Lloyd vividly remembers Sunvic’s 
downfall: “Parent company 
Associated Electrical Industries 
decided the constituent companies 
forming it should be formed into 
divisions covering similar products. 
Sunvic Controls became part of AEI 
Instrumentation Division and so it 
remained until 1968 when GEC 
made a successful bid for AEI. 

“The facilities at Harlow were 
dispersed into sites in Cumbria, 
Leicester, Kent and Slough and the 
site vacated. I was the last AEI 
person there, and was leaving after 
spending 20 years helping to build 
up the company - a very sad day.”

Raising 




of the Rose 


THIS year marks the 25th 
anniversary of the raising of Henry 
Vlll’s favourite war ship the Mary 
Rose. 

Back in the 16th century this Tudor 
vessel, pictured left, took two years to 
build and was the first to be able to fire 
cannons from its broadside deck holes. 
The wooden-framed ship sailed many 
missions during the 40 or so years it 
was in service, but it sank protecting 
British shorelines during a battle with a 
French fleet in 1545. 

It was first thought a cannon blast sank 
the huge vessel which had on board 
200 sailors, 185 soldiers and 30 
gunners. 

However, some experts now think the 


true reason for it sinking was poor 
seamanship. 

The remains of the vessel lay at the 
bottom of the sea until 1982 when 
millions of people watched on 
television as it was raised from the 
seabed in The Solent - the stretch of 
water which separates the Isle of Wight 
from mainland Britain. 

The Mary Rose is continuing to be 
preserved as part of one of the largest 
maritime archaeological projects to 
have ever been undertaken. The ship 
and many of its artefacts - some 
perfectly intact - are on show to the 
public in Portsmouth. 

Work is still being done to protect what 
remains of the ship from deterioration 
and decay .

Man ran at his ex 
with 8-inch knife 


A MAN who kneed his 
former girlfriend in the 
face and also ran towards 
her wielding an eight-inch 
knife has been jailed. 

But Daniel Richardson 
(24), of Barn Mead, Harlow, 
was told he could be released 
from prison “fairly soon” after 
he was sentenced to 22 weeks 
for common assault, damag¬ 
ing property, obstructing a 
police officer and breaching a 
conditional discharge. 

Chelmsford Crown Court 
heard that Richardson had 
already spent 22 weeks in jail on 
remand. “It may well be that the 
time you have already spent in 
prison has brought you to your 
senses,” said Judge Rodger 
Hayward- Smith. 

Carolyn Gardiner, prosecuting, 
said Richardson had been living 
with Justine Bon wick but follow¬ 
ing an argument on September 29 
last year she had asked him to 
leave. 

The following day she was 
packing his belongings when 
another argument started. 
Richardson kneed her in the face 
and she fell to the floor. He then 
pulled her back up by her hair. 

Miss Gardiner said that on July 
29 this year Richardson broke 
into Miss Bonwick's home, 
entered her bedroom, and pro¬ 
ceeded to vandalise the wall. He 
then took a knife from the kitchen 
and ran at her with it but did not 
make contact. 

Police arrived and Richardson 
tried to resist arrest by wrapping 
his legs around one constable. He 
later told police he had gone to 
the house to visit his son who he 
had not seen for three months. 

Victoria Burgess, in mitiga¬ 
tion, said that while it was a 
frightening incident for Miss 
Bonwick, no physical injury was 
caused and the criminal damage 
was minimal. 

She said Richardson, who had 
denied the charge of common 
assault, was remorseful.

HARLOW Parliamentary 
candidate Robert Halfon has 
joined regional business 
organisations in pouring scorn 
on the Government’s inaugural 
Pre-Budget Report. 

The criticism comes after Chancellor 
Alistair Darling found himself at the 
centre of a political storm after he 
gave a speech to the House of 
Commons last week which the Tories 
claim outlined policies “stolen” from 
them.

Mr Halfon added that the introduction of 
supplementary business rates and 
changes to capital gains tax will hit 
Harlow’s small businesses hard.

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Paedophile wins 
court appeal for 
shorter sentence 

A FORMER council worker who was jailed indefi¬ 
nitely for paedophile offences could be out in 18 
months after his sentence was reduced on appeal. 

Robert Barwell (32), who worked fielding press 
enquiries and managing the website for Epping 
Forest Council, received an ‘imprisonment for pub¬ 
lic protection’ sentence after pleading guilty to sex¬ 
ual activity with a child and internet grooming. 

It meant he would have to persuade the authori¬ 
ties he was no longer a danger to the public before 
he could stand any chance of being released. 

But judges sitting at the Court of Appeal have 
now ruled the original sentence was “manifestly 
excessive” and cut it to a conventional four-year 
term. Barwell, of Roundhills, Waltham Abbey, 
could now be free within 18 months. 

In November 2005 Barwell met his victim in an 
internet chatroom when she was just 13. A friend¬ 
ship developed as Barwell helped the youngster 
deal with problems she was experiencing, but the 
relationship stepped over the line when they began 
meeting a month later. 

He took her to the cinema and ballet and in 
February 2006 booked a hotel room where she per¬ 
formed a sex act on him. 

The abuse came to light when the girl’s parents 
became suspicious and called police. Barwell was 
arrested and immediately admitted the offences. 

Giving reasons for the decision to reduce the 
original sentence, Mr Justice Grigson said Barwell 
was a man of previous good character and he plead¬ 
ed guilty at the first opportunity. 

“He was genuinely remorseful. He had sought to 
help the girl and, in letters from the child’s family, it 
is plain that to some extent what he had done had 
been of benefit. 

“That he is an intelligent man helps him in that he 
recognises what he did was wrong and he is seeking 
to address his paedophilic tendencies. On the other 
hand he must have known what he was doing was 
wrong and that the girl was very vulnerable.”

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Tax hikes 'will

Tory cash 'levels playing field'

COUNCIL tax in Harlow 
has doubled over the past 10 
years and is set to go up by a 
further £200 over the next 
three years. 

That is the warning from local 
Conservatives following the 
Government’s Comprehensive 
Spending Review which sets out 
tax and spending plans for the 
next three years. 

The Local Government Assoc¬ 
iation, the body representing councils 
in England and Wales, predicts the 
money allocated to local authorities 
means that in most areas council tax 
will have to rise by well above the rate 
of inflation. 

Although authorities will be given 
marginally more money than previ¬ 
ous years, it is thought they will actu¬ 
ally be worse off due to the financial 
burden of having more responsibili¬ 
ties. 

Andrew Johnson, leader of the 
Conservative opposition on Harlow 
Council, said this would see the aver¬ 
age Band D council tax bill in Harlow 
rocket to £1,639 by 2010. Currently 
Band D households pay £1,416 a 
year, a 101 per cent increase on the 
£705 paid in 1997-98. 

“The Government under Gordon 
Brown is continuing what it did when 
he was Chancellor, heaping more 
responsibilities like licensing and

Robert Halfon, Conservative 
Parliamentary candidate for Harlow, 
also weighed in, adding: “The infla¬ 
tion-busting hikes will hit the most 
vulnerable in Harlow the hardest, par¬ 
ticularly pensioners on fixed 
incomes.” 

However, joint Harlow Council 
leader Tony Durcan (Labour) dis¬ 
missed the Tory warnings as scare- 


wrote. 

"Not only does the MP have £18,000 
of taxpayer funds annually to 
communicate with the electorate, 
not forgetting the £10,000 bonus 
recently added, he also has £7,000 
postal expenses and a fully-staffed 
office also paid for by the taxpayer. 
"Labour MPs have a huge head start 
over any challenger. Support from 
Ashcroft and others to Conservative 
Parliamentary candidates merely 
levels the playing field." 

Speaking on BBC Radio Five Live last 
week, Mr Halfon admitted that 
Conservative Central Office had 
injected several thousand pounds 
into the constituency although he 
denied suggestions this ran into a 
five-figure sum. 

mongering and said the comments 
were timed to coincide with next 
week’s council by-elections in 
Toddbrook and Little Parndon. 

He also said recent developments 
such as the outsourcing of council 
services to private firm Kier Harlow 
showed how the council could save 
money and avoid big tax hikes.

THE TURN 

Alison Moyet (album, Universal) 

Moyet’s first album of original recordings in five years is a work 
of effortlessly soulful majesty underpinned by her distinctively 
burlesque vocal talents. Displaying real depth and deftness of 
touch, the album shifts from the woozy orchestration of epic 
opener One More Time to the piano-led doleful dinner jazz of 
The Man In The Wings , before throwing the listener a curveball 
with the jaunty power pop of It’s Not The Thing Henry. By the 
time the slow blues of melancholy curtain-call Smaller ambles 
onto the stage and the captivating cabaret comes to a close, you 
can’t help but applaud Moyet’s brazen genre-hopping genius.

Steve Bug (album, Fabric) 

Another worthy addition to the ever-growing Fabric catalogue, 
this Steve Bug-compiled selection of seductive 4/4 groove 
workouts is a zoned-out masterpiece. Featuring choice cuts from 
Afrilounge, Adultnapper and techno wizard Steve Rachmand, the 
eclectic mix is skilfully reined in by Bug’s minimalist aesthetic 


and successfully straddles the fine line between techno and 
house, capturing the essence of a hypnotic all-nighter in a dark 
warehouse somewhere in deepest South London.

Kisses of betrayal and redemption 


KISS OF DEATH 

(BFI, 12, retail) 

The film that marked the movie debut of Richard 
Widmark and made a bona fide star of Victor Mature 
has lost none of its muscular power since 1947. 

Most will remember it for Widmark’s chilling turn as 
the snickering thug Tommy Udo, who cosies up to his 
“pals” like a cobra sinuously coiling around a nest of 
plump mice and who giggles maniacally as he pushes 
an elderly wheelchair-bound woman down a flight of 
stairs. 

But Kiss Of Death is also important for the insistence 
of its underlying (and, for a noir, unlikely) message 
that turning traitor is sometimes a rite of passage into 
manhood as well as a moral imperative, anticipating 
the central theme of On The Waterfront by seven 
years. 

Mature’s Nick Bianco is a career thief and married 
father-of-two urged to rat out his buddies when he’s 
nabbed for a jewellery heist but he keeps schtum and 
does his time until learning his ‘friends’ on the 
outside have been doing anything but take care of his 
family. 

He cuts a deal to squeal on Udo and others with 
assistant DA D’Angelo (Brian Donlevy) but it all falls 
apart and leaves him with the psychotic hood out for 
revenge (“You know what I do to squealers? I let ’em 
have it in the belly, so they can roll around for a long 
time thinkin’ it over...”). 

Kiss Of Death really is in a class of its own, from 
Henry Hathaway’s strong sense of pacing and the 
fascinating location work in New York to the crisp 
pulp beats of the script by Ben Hecht and Charles 
Lederer. This disc includes a 2002 interview with 
Widmark, an excellent booklet and a trailer.

CRY OF THE CITY 

(BFI, 12, retail) 

The second of three great noirs released by the BFI 
this week, director Robert Siodmak’s tough 1948 
thriller is back on the streets of the Big Apple for a 
showdown between dogged cop Lt Candella (Victor 
Mature) and the charismatic but doomed cop-killer 
Martin Rome (Richard Conte) he’s known from 
childhood. 

The film opens with a wounded Rome in hospital and 
holding a ticket to ride Old Sparky, but his refusal to 
help a slimy lawyer free his client by copping to the 
other man’s crime shakes loose a few skeletons and 
forces him to act to safeguard his innocent girlfriend 
from implication. 

Mature’s is a fairly thankless good guy role here as 
Candella dogs Rome’s steps while attempting to steer 
the latter’s headstrong kid brother away from 
following the same path but he carries it off with a 
convincing earnestness. Includes an authoritative 
booklet and trailer.

NIGHT AND THE CITY 

(BFI, PG, retail) 

The best of a modest crop of British noirs, 1950’s 
Night And The City is atmospherically filmed on 
location in a battered, exhausted-looking London 
with Richard Widmark spellbinding as ambitious 



small time conman and hustler Harry Fabian. 

Touting for a seedy Soho nightclub (run by wonderful 
odd couple Francis L Sullivan and Googie Withers), 
the amoral chancer thinks he’s hit the big time when 
he meets world famous Greco-Roman wrestler 
Gregorius (Polish-born ex champion wrestler 
Stanislaus Zbyszko) and weasels his way into a 
position of trust. 

But scheming to stage a big money-spinning bout 
puts him in way over his head and also steps heavily 
on the toes of Gregorius’ ruthless, shady son Kristo 
(Herbert Lorn). 

The beaten-down milieu and unprincipled characters 
are woven into a seamless grimy portrait of selfish 
ambition by director Jules Dassin, who subtly cranks 
up the tension as Fabian burns out one escape route 
after another until he runs out of options. 

Extras include an informative commentary by noir 
specialist Paul Duncan, a lively interview with Dassin, 
a short feature on the different soundtracks for US 
and British releases of the film plus a first-rate 
booklet.

MASTERS OF HORROR - SERIES 2: 
VOLUME 1 

(Starz Home Entertainment, 18, retail) 

Stuart ‘ Re-animator' Gordon and Dario 1 Suspirin' 
Argento contributed two of the best episodes to first 
Masters Of Horror season ( The Dreams In The Witch 
House and Jenifer, respectively), so it’s fitting they 
should be the stand-outs of this seven-disc set 
comprising the first half of season two. 

In adapting Edgar Allen Poe’s The Black Cat , Gordon 
delivered what is possibly the most accomplished film 
of his career after he and fellow writer Dennis Paoli 


hit on the masterstroke of incorporating the author 
into his own tale of madness. 

Spurred into despair by poverty, alcoholism, writer’s 
block and a cherished wife afflicted by TB, Poe’s 
growing obsession with his pet cat Pluto and his own 
increasingly violent outbursts are played out to 
perfection by Jeffrey Combs, whose resemblance to 
the writer and total immersion in the role is uncanny. 
Indeed, the biographical detail and sepia-hued 
realisation of early 19th century Philadelphia are so 
deftly accomplished that the moments of sadistic rage 
and (very) graphic bloodletting are rendered all the 
more jolting. 

Argento, on the other hand, stayed with the seam of 
kinky, sickly comic gore that served him so well in 
Jenifer for the deliriously excessive EC Comics-style 
morality tale Pelts. 

Meatloaf is surprisingly good as a seedy furrier who 
gets his mitts on some cursed racoon skins which 
goad all who come in contact with them into a 
murderous or suicidal frenzy and the episode benefits 
further from an effective score by Claudio Simonetti. 
To judge by the cavalcade of startlingly cruel and 
horrific deaths so gleefully displayed in Pelts , Argento 
must have a profound dislike of those who trade in 
and wear animal skins. 

Unfortunately, checkdiscs for this set were lost 
somewhere in the ongoing postal disruptions, so I’ll 
get back at a later date to review the remaining 
episodes comprising John Carpenter’s Pro-Life , John 
Landis’ Family , Rob Schmidt’s Right To Die , Joe 
Dante’s The Screwfly Solution and Mick Garris’ Valerie 
On The Stairs. 

As in the early releases, all episodes come with 
commentaries and a variety of features including 
galleries, scripts and making-of shorts.

Hawks net youth 
basketball league 


The club has had a 
long affinity with 
Hertfordshire — its 
first team plays in the 
Herts Basketball 
League. 

Harlow has long been 
a hot bed for 
basketball, and some 
65 kids were attached 
to the Hawks last 
season, with the 
majority of them 
returning this season, 
plus some new faces. 

Clubs from Colchester, 
Baldock-based North 
Herts Knights, 

Stevenage, Barnet, 

Cambridge and Ware are 
expected to send youth teams to 
Mark Hall Sportcentre for the 
new monthly tournament 
starting in November, which 
will cater for three different age 
groups: Under-lls, U-14s and 
U-17s. 

Niaz hopes more clubs will 
come forward and join the new 
league in the future as its 
success grows. “All I need is 
three other clubs and I can put 
teams in each age group and 
then it’s all go,” he said. “It’s a 
development league aimed at 
trying to get players interested 
for the year.” 

Niaz has a whole new structure 
planned for the central league. 
“We will have shorter game 
time — but more games,” he 
explained. “Each team will play 
two or three games at each 


event. It’s more value for them 
[the players] and they will learn 
more from different players and 
game situations. The emphasis 
is on more games and player- 
club development.” 

The teams will play up to 21 
games over a seven-month 
season, and if teams play three 
games each month, Niaz says 
the £5 cost for each Hawks 
player represents good value for 
money considering they were 
paying the same for one game 
last year. 

The games will involve six 
teams representing each age 
group, with roll-on substitutes 
to ensure all the players get 
court time. The U-11 age group 
will play on a smaller court with 
lower baskets than their U-14 
and U-17 counterparts. 


The four-a-side games will 
involve teams or six 
representing each age group, 
with roll-on substitutes to 
ensure all the players get court 
time. 

“There will be a rule that 
no one can play the whole game 
and all players must play at least 
one full quarter,” Niaz 
explained. “It’s no good for the 
others if one good player is 
playing all the time. 

“Hopefully it will attract more 
people and we will have more 
teams in it,” he said. 

Niaz is certainly a basketball 
expert. He has played the sport 
for 20 years and enjoyed an 
eight-year spell in the National 
League with Ware Rebels, Ware 
Fire, plus a play-off appearance 
with Barking and Dagenham. 


The Hawks coach is also keen 
to recruit young referees for its 
new league, and he says the 
experience of managing at this 
level is a good starting point for 
up-and-coming officials on their 
way up the basketball ladder. 
“We want to help with the 
sport’s progression. We can help 
get officials qualified to enable 
them to referee senior games in 
Hertfordshire and Essex. At 
junior level there is no backchat. 
If they [referees] start in the 
deep end with senior players, it 
can demoralise you,” he 
explained. 

The club, which was formed in 
1999, also has an U-8 age group 
session to cater for primary 
school children in Years 1-3. 
Niaz is preparing for his team to 
move from Harlow Sportcentre 


when the complex closes down 
ahead of a move to a new site 
on the old Harlow College 
grounds in Velizy Avenue. 

In the interim, the club is 
playing and training at the 
Sportcentre, while the U-17’s 
have switched to the plush new 
Mark Hall Sportcentre in 
London Road. 

Niaz explained: “Not all the 
juniors that come along to our 
training sessions play on the 
teams that compete in the 
JCVL, some of them just want 
to join in to learn the game. It’s 
important that they mix with the 
team players as they will also 
learn a lot from them as well as 
the coaches. 

“Mark Hall is an ideal venue as 
it has double courts and portable 
baskets where the nets can be 
lowered for small children.”

“We need a pool. We need a home.” 

When asked whether members could quit, 
Mrs Stevens said: “That is a concern. We have 
to consider that, if we are having to travel to all 
different pools because there is nowhere clos¬ 
er.” 

Harlow MP 
Bill Rammell 
met club offi¬ 
cials earlier this 
month and has 
arranged a meet¬ 
ing between 
Harlow Council 
and the 

Penguins. 

The lack of an 
adequate facility 
in Harlow is 
illustrated by the 
example of 
Wendy’s son 
Chris (12). He gets up at 5am on a Saturday to 
use a 25m pool at Bishop’s Stortford College, 
then heads back to Harlow for football prac¬ 
tice before the exhausted youngster has an 
afternoon nap to recuperate before heading 
out for evening swimming competitions — 
not getting home until well beyond 1 Opm. 

“That’s tough for someone who has not 
reached 13 yet,” Mrs Stevens said. “But that is 
the commitment that they have all got.” 

Children as young as eight are not getting in 
until 10pm on school days as practice at Burnt 
Mill does not finish until 9pm! 

Penguins coach Alan Mitchell has pledged 
his loyalty to the club despite the problems. 

Mrs Stevens added: “It [the closure] is a ter¬ 
rible blow for competitive swimming in 
Harlow. Everyone’s fear is that we will be left 
without a pool until 2009 when the new 
leisure centre is complete.” 

A Harlow Council spokesman said: “We 
sympathise with the swimming club’s situa¬ 
tion but the current investigations are unavoid¬ 
able. We have and will continue to keep the 
club up to date on the situation. 

“The main concern with the pool appears to 
be the roof. A visual inspection has shown 
repairs are likely to be necessary and now a 
part will be dismantled for further investiga¬ 
tion. 

“At this stage we do not know the full extent 
of any problems, including those that are elec¬ 
trical related. We have no information about 
the extent or cost of any of the repairs and 
because of this, no decisions have been made 
about what work needs to be carried out.” 

He added: “The timescale for re-opening 
will depend on the investigation and the report 
is under way.”

THE future of Harlow 
Penguins Swimming 
Club is shrouded in 
darkness as doubts 
remain over whether 
Harlow Pool will open at 
all next year. 

The First Avenue site was 
shut last month for health 
and safety reasons over the 
state of the roof, forcing the 
club to switch to the neigh¬ 
bouring pool at Burnt Mill 
School. 

The problem is that this is 
only a 20m pool — and so chil¬ 
dren from the age of 12, as well 
as adult Penguin swimmers 
have been forced to go as far 
afield as Bishop’s Stortford and 
Hailey in search of a 25m pool.
